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DO WOT PASS CHICAGO, DO WOT COLLECT 20 DELEGATES 

(A shorter version of this review appeared almost four years ago in 
GRAUSTARK $L60) 

In I960 Games Research Inc«, the publishers of Diplomacy, brought out the game Conven- 
tion. This game, a simulation of a presidential nominating convention, is re-published ev- 
ery election year 8 This. is its fourth appearance, still unchanged from the original version, 
and while it is a playable and enjoyable game, it is as far from simulating a modern politi- 
cal convention as Chess is from simulating a modern war. 

In fact, Convention is on its way to becoming an exercise in nostalgia for older play- 
ers i and in irrelevance for younger ones* It has been 20 years since a Democratic National 
Convention went to two ballots for a presidential candidate, and 24 years since the Republic 
cans did so. It is 32 years since either party's convention has gone beyond 3 ballots* 
The difference between the two parties, and. among factions within them> has narrowed greatly 
since the classical era of convention politics, and this fadt has produced a great body of 
opinion outside the structure of the "two-party system'* , to which it does not respond and 
which does not respond to it 0 

This became painfully evident in 1968, when the two • conventions proceeded with business 
as usual while the American people attempted to call their attention to the real is sues e 
The rioting at the Democratic convention in Chicago made headlines, but it is not so well 
known that the Republican convention at Miami Beach also met this response. In fact, more 
people were killed and more property destroyed in Miami than in Chicago, 

As a result, Convention as a game does not simulate the modern presidential nominating 
process, but mocks it by holding its past up as a mirror. Nowadays we all know how presi- 
dential candidates are chosen,, , A little gang of party bosses holds a series of meetings and 
determines which candidate will best perpetuate their power <j Contrary minded are^ clubbed 
into insensibility, and the resulting nominee is presented as the product of the d emocratic 
process,. Though this development is usually associated with the 1968 conventions, it could 
be seen coming in I964. when such strong-arm tactics and back— room finagling dominated the 
Republican convention, 

This development has been somewhat obscured by the press, which has to sell newspapers 
and thus has an interest in promoting conflicts and challenges where none exist 0 As the 
choice of a presidential nominee devolves upon a narrower and narrower group, his identity 
becomes apparent earlier and earlier, once the preferences of the king-makers are known; 
There was never any serious question that anybody but Stevenson would be nominated by the 
Democrats in 1956, Kennedy in I960, Johnson in I964., or Humphrey in l$6B e The so-called 
'Dump Gold water" movement of 1964- was also the creation of a few writers looking for copy, 
as its non-appearance made evident when the convention actually met. This election year is 
not a month old yet, and the Democratic nomination is clearly a matter between Kuskie and 
Humphrey, with the former having the inside track 0 As for the Republicans, all that the 
press can find to write about is a "Dump-the-Veep" rumor like 195*6, And we all know what 
became of that one 3 

In fact, this may be the year that the booby-trap in the 12th Amendment blows up in our 
faceso In 4- of the 6 post-war elections, tickets were entered with a "deliberate design of ' 
splitting the vote and deadlocking the election a This scheme came close to success in 1968, 
and may work this year now that the People's Party is moving in from the Left 0 This year 
may end in the worst constitutional crisis since 1876 0 

Under these circumstances, Convention may be welcomed by many players as a glimpse of 
the America that used to be. In it, from 2 to 6 players travel around a board that looks 
like a cross between Monopoly and Careers, trying to pick up committed and uncommitted dele»= 
gates by various means 0 From Monopoly it takes the perimetric path around the board, the 
"State Primaries" in which delegates may be won by landing on the appropriate squares, and 
20 more delegates to each player as he lands on or passes the starting-place, The debt to 
Careers is even greater „ The "Progress Report" cards, like the "Experience" cards of Car- 
eers, may be used in place of a roll of the dice. There is the "Credentials Committee", cor- 
responding to Monopoly's "Jail" but more closely to the "Park Bench" of Careers* As in Car- 
eers, one can get out by throwing 7$ 11, or doubles, thus making the odds against the player 
a mere 11 to 7 e Also from Careers are the interior paths, along which a player moves with a 
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:ir.jlo clic a& ne attempts to win large state delegations in caucus es 0 

Altogether there are 14-00 'delegates© About 200 of them can be picked up in state pr*- 
w.r±o3 9 and 500 in the caucuses j the rest are "Uncommitted' 1 ' and in practice are handed 
ciround rery much like the play money in Monopoly 0 The primary delegates are practically in- 
alienable - another unrealistic rule - but if you go through a caucus and land on the right 
square you can grab the delegates that are already in another player 1 s hand 0 The "Uncom- 
mdbbed" delegates are in a sort of bank, but once they are gone from., that bank., players who 
win them take them from other players 0 , In practice, this means that the leading players are 
hit for contributions on such occasions 0 

Scoring is kept by officially held ballots 0 These can be obtained either through a 
player's landing on the starting square 5 by a successful Demonstration, or through the "Stra- 
tegy" cardsc These cards play the role of the "Opportunity" cards in Careers, and enable 
players to move to the entry square of a. caucus., to call for a ballot, to block someone

In 1911 and 1912, Turkey consolidated its hold on Austria's former possessions, ex- 
cept Budapest (occupied by Russia), and made builds designed to ultimately throw^ Russia out 
of Ankara, the Black Sea, and Rumania^ During these years, it looked as if Russia would 
capture all of England, and emerge as the victor before Turkey could get a Russian offen- 
sive goingo But in 1912 Paul den Uyl took over the play of France s and launched a start- 
ling counter-attack upon Russia 0 Raul wheeled all forces north, grabbed Norway, protected 
Austria in Denmark (where a government in exile had been established) and penetrated the 
lowlands o 

Having taught Russia a lesson, France then made an alliance with Russia, and wheeled \ 
its forces back south in 1914- to engage the Turks in Iberia and North A rica. But too late. 
The Turks by then had mastered the Black Sea, and could not be stopped from taking Sevasto- 
pol in 1915 for the 18th supply center had the game continued,

Barents, as England, was naive in leaving the British Isles undefended as 
he. launched an all-out attack on Russia, without any non-aggression tjcmMtment # ABB 
from France e He quickly paid the penalty for his folly «, Steve Langs (Germany) 
failed to forge any firm alliances with anyone, and made a horrible error in turning 
against France at a time when his. eastern front invitad a devastating attack from the three 
eastern powers 0 Bob Hagelshaw, who played France the first 11 years, played very well from 
a tactical standpoint, but failed to exert sufficient diplomatic initiative. Sis successor, 
Paul den Uyl, was tactically brilliant, but arrived, a hair too late to salvage a hopeless 
situation,, Lewis Pulsipher (Italy) never got off the ground, through no fault of his own. 

It was a great game, and a dandy tournament, and Barents and den Uyl deserve a world .. 
of credit for promoting it„ To the unwary: Look out for David Hunt and Paul den Uyl in 
future Diplomacy games! 

THE MINISTRY OF MISCELLANY 



"We cannot. conduct a people's liberation war in Sinai because there are 'no people 
there,," - Gamal Abd-el-Nasser to Mau Dze-dung, 1967, quoted in New York Post , 18 January 
1972 

It is frequently reported from Vietnam that officers who are eager to lead their men 
out to fight often get "fragged" - that is, a 'fragmentation grenade is tossed into a gung-v 
ho type's tent after dark. This is by no means a new way of expressing disapproval of an 
overly .aggressive military policy « 

In 1718, after 18 years of war against Russia, Poland, and Denmark, Sweden was mili- 
tarily and economically exhausted,* But the war went on, mainly because King Karl XII cared 
for nothing else in life whatever,* Finally, when be was beseiging the Danish fortress of 



Friderikstad in Norway, the war ended the only way it could. The king poked his head up 
Above the embankment to see how the battle was going and - it is generally believed - one 
of his own soldiers shot him through the head, Sweden was finished as a major power, but 
at last the country was at peace and could begin healing the wounds caused by the king's 
mad ambition* .•■■"' 

Another such event is described by Fletcher Pratt in his book The Empire. and the Sea 
(194-6), It was 1793, and' England had just begun what was to be a 22-year war against re- 
volutionary Prance, At that time no one could be an officer on a French ship unless he held 
a patent of nobility, "At the outbreak Morard de Galle sent two line-6f-battleships and a 
pair of frigates to cruise down Biscay under Admiral Duval,., A chance-met sail reported en- 
emy-three-deckers moving towards the same seas,,.,, The men of the French frigates, ••forced 
their captains to sail for home. But Duval himself, full of naval tradition and noblesse 
oblige, ordered his' two 74's in the direction of an enemy four times his strength.,, The 
flagship's steersman turned her in the wrong direction; Duvai knocked him down, seized the 
wheel himself, and. was instantly shot by the unwilling sailors." 

One of the most interesting, touches to Fratt's histories is the "roll-of-drums" tech- 
nique, where 'some major development is introduced ,.in a very low key, and the reader -is left 
to supply his own background effects, .There is a good example of this in this same book, 
describing the 1793 Toulon campaign* That French Mediterranean seaport was undergoing a 
Royalist counter-revolt, and a Republican army had come down from the capital to stop it. 
In support of the Royalists was .an Anglo-Spanish force, whose land forces were commanded by 
a General O'Hara, On 30„ November, 0'Hara''S' men stormed a- battery near Toulon, but were cut 
to pieces by a French counter-attack, ■■ O'Hara himself was wounded and taken prisoner, 

"As the surgeon was -dressing the General *s wound, : a skinny little Jacobin with dirty 
hair falling round a face grimed; with powder came over to ask some questions. His manner 
was easy, but he pressed pretty hard . on some points.,, When he was gone after giving orders 
that the General be allowed to send a flag for' such personal conveniences as clean linen, 
O'Hara asked who he was.
